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CERTIBIGATE OF INCORPORATION

, We, PERRY BELMONT, E. C. POTTER, ADRIAN ISELIN, JR., 
S. VAN RENNSELAER CRUGER AND JOHN E. Cownin, all being 
of full age, and at least two-thirds of whom are citizens of the 
United States, and at least one of whom isa resident of the 
State of New York, desiring to form a corporation pursuant to 
the provisions of the membership corporation law, being 
Chapter 559 of the Laws of 1895, do hereby certify: 

First—The particular objects for which the Corporation is to 
be formed are to acquire, by lease or purchase, a Club House 
and grounds adjacent thereto or convenient for use in connection 
therewith, and to maintain the same, as a resort for the conduct 
of polo, golf and other sports, and generally for the purpose of 
a country club. 

Second—The name of the proposed Corporation shall be 
‘TURF AND FIELD CLUB.”’ 

Third—The territory in which its operations are to be 
principally conducted is that part of the City of New York 
formerly the Town of Westchester and the territory adjacent 
thereto. 

Fourth—The city in which its principal office is to be located 
is the City of New York. 

Fifth—The number of its Directors is thirty (30).

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ARTICLE 1—MEMBERS. 


1. The signers of the Certificate of Incorpora- 
tion, and the persons named therein as Governors 
or Directors, and such persons who are invited to 
become members of this Club, pursuant to the 
meeting held at Newport on the eighth day of 
August, 1895, and in New York City on the ninth 
day of October, 1895, and have accepted such in- 
vitation, and such persons as shall hereafter be 
elected to membership by the Board of Governors, 
shall be members of the Club. The total member- 
ship shall not exceed three hundred. 

2. Each candidate formembership shall be not 
less than twenty-one years of age when elected, 
and shall be proposed by one member of the Club 
and seconded by another, by letter addressed to 
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the Secretary of the Club, who shall lay all nom- 
inations for membership before the Board of 
Governors. , 

3. Election of new members shall be by ballot 
of the Board of Governors, and one negative 
ballot in nine shall exclude. 

Any member-ofvthe- Board may, before the 
adjournment of the Board, move areconsideration 
of a vote, either of admission ‘or exclusion, but 
otherwise no person shall be elected a member 
who shall have been rejected within six months 
prior thereto. 

All conversations and debates on the subject of 
admissions, exclusions, expulsions, and all pro- 
ceedings in reference 10 any menibenyangmine 
substance of the same, shall be kept by each 
member of the Board in secrecy. 

4. At any election for members the presiding 
officer shall, at the request of one-third of the 
Governors present, require any Governor to vote, 
and any Governor so required and refusing so to 
do, shall cease to be a member of the Board of 
Governors. 

5. On the election of each new member, the 
Secretary shall forthwith notify him thereof, and 
request him to pay to the Treasurer the amount 
of the entrance fee and first annual dues. 
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6. Each person elected shall, within thirty 
days after having been informed thereof by the 
Secretary, pay to the Treasurer the entrance fee 
and first year’s dues, and shall then be a member 
of the Club; otherwise his election shall be void. 

7, The entrance fee to be paid by each mem- 
ber shall be fifty dollars; the annual dues for 
members shall be twenty-five dollars, payable in 
advance on the 15th day of March in each year. 

8. Any member not under suspension shall be 
entitled to vote at all elections and meetings of 
the Club. Twenty-five members shall constitute 
a quorum at all meetings of the Club. 

g. A special meeting of the members may be 
called by the President or Board of Governors and 
shall be so called upon the written request of ten 
members, specifying the purpose of the meeting, 
of which ten days’ notice shall be given, and 
business shall be confined to the matters specified 
in the notice. 


ARTICLE 2—-ANNUAL SUBSCRIBERS. 


1. The Board of Governors, in such manner as 
they may hereafter provide, shall define the 
privileges of annual subscribers. 
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2. Annual subscribers shall pay to the Treas- 
urer, after notice of their election, a subscription 
of fifty dollars for the current year. 


ARTICLE 3—PRIVILEGES TO FAMILIES. 


Families of members, excluding men over 
twenty-one years of age, shall have such privi- 
leges as the Board of Governors may from time 
to time determine. 


ARTICLE 4—MANAGEMENT. 


1. The Board of Directors shall be designated 
as Governors, and shall be elected from among 
the members of the Club by its members at the 
annual meeting to be held on the day specified 
in the certificate of incorporation, and shall serve 
for one year and until their successors are elected. 
They shall have control and management of all 
the affairs of the Club, elect its members, take 
cognizance of all infractions of its By-Laws, Con- 
stitution and Rules, and shall, subject to the 
limitations, if any, prescribed by law, fill vacan- 
cies in their own body. They shall have power 
to borrow money for the purposes. of the Club, 
subject to the limitations provided by law, and 
to authorize the President and Secretary to execute 
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under the seal of the Corporation, bonds or other 
evidences of indebtedness therefor. They may, 
by a concurring vote of at least two-thirds of their 
number, purchase or lease such real property as 
they may deem necessary for Club purposes. 


2. Nine members of the Board of Governors 
shall constitute a quorum. 


3. The Board of Governors shall annually elect 
from its members a President, Vice-President, 
Treasurer, Secretary and Executive Committee. 
They may also appoint such other committees as 
they shall deem necessary. 

Each committee shall present monthly reports 
and keep minutes of its proceedings. 

The powers and duties of the committees and 
of the officers shall be defined by the Board of 
Governors, except as they are herein stated. 

Each officer and any member of any committee 
shall be at any time removable by the Board of 
Governors, which shall have power to fill vacan- 
cies. 


4. Regular meetings of the Board of Governors 
shall be held on the first Tuesday of the months of 
April, June, October and November, and special 
meetings shall be called by the Secretary, at the 
direction of the President or Vice-President, at 
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the time and place specified in the call, upon such 
notice as he shall in-each case deem sufficient. 

5. The Board of Governors shall from time to 
time, make such by-laws and regulations as it 
shall deem necessary. 

6. The Board of Governors, as Directors, shall 
present at the annual meeting of the Club, areport 
verified by the President and Treasurer, or by a 
majority of the Governors, showing the whole 
amount of real and personal property owned by 
the Club, where located, and where and how in- 
vested; the amount and nature of the property 
acquired during the year immediately preceding 
the date of the report, and the manner of its acqui- 
sition; the amount applied, appropriated or ex- 
pended during the year immediately preceding 
such date and the purposes, objects or persons to 
or for which such application, appropriations or 
expenditures have been made and the names and 
places of residence of the persons who have been 
admitted to membership in the Club during such 
year, together with such other information as to 
the affairs of the Club as may be required by law. 


ARTICLE 5— OFFICERS. 


1. The President shall preside at meetings of 
the Board of Governors and-at meetings of the 
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members of the Club, and shall exercise such 
other duties as are usually incident to the office 
of President 


2. The Vice-President shall, in the absence or 
inability of the President, exercise the duties of 
the President. 


3. The Treasurer shall be charged with the 
collection and custody of the funds of the Club, 
keep a regular account thereof and submit reports 
of the financial condition of the Club at each 
regular meeting of the Board of Governors. 

He shall also report at each annual meeting 
the financial condition of the Club. 


4. The Secretary shall notify members of the 
Board of Governors of every meeting of the Board, 
and members of the Club of every meeting thereof. 
He shall issue all notices to members, make and 
keep a complete record of the proceedings of all 
meetings of the Governors and of the Club, have 
the custody of the Constitution, By-Laws, and re- 
cords of the Club, and conduct its correspondence. 


5. No officer shall receive any salary or com- 
pensation, unless authorized by vote of the Gov- 
ernors, 
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ARTICLE 6—WITHDRAWALS, SUSPENSIONS AND EXPUL- 
SIONS OF MEMBERS OR ANNUAL SUBSCRIBERS. 


1. All resignations shall be in writing and ad- 
dressed to the Secretary. No member or annual 
subscriber can resign while indebted to the Club, 
except by consent of the Board. 

2. All rights and interest of any member or. 
annual subscriber in the property or privileges of 
the Club shall cease with the termination of his 
membership or subscription. 

2, An yaIneniper shall cease to be such whose 
conduct shall be pronounced, after notice to him 
and an opportunity to be heard, by an affirmative 
vote of sixteen members of the Board of Govern- 
ors, to have endangered the welfare, interest or 
character of the Club, andthe Board of Governors, 
by a like vote, shall have power to suspend or 
censure any member of the Club. 

4. A member or annual subscriber failing to 
pay an amount due the Club (except the annual 
dues) three weeks after notice by mail of the debt 
and a request to pay the same, shall be liable to 
expulsion at a regular meeting of the Board of 
Governors by an affirmative vote of a majority 
of those present at the meeting. 

5. Jhemame ofevery mentbereand annua: 
subscriber failing to pay his annual dues when 
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payable shall, on the first day of May, be placed 
on the bulletin board of the Club, anda notice 
thereof shall be mailed to him or his agent, and 
if such annual dues be not paid on or before the 
first day of June following, the person so failing 
tO, pay shall in, the discretion of, the Board of 
Governors, cease to be a member or annual sub- 
scriber of the Club. 
ARTICLE 7—MISCELLANEOUS REGULATIONS. 

1. Any portions of the Club House or grounds 
may, at the discretion of the Board of Governors, 
be appropriated to the use of ladies, to be used 
upon such terms and conditions as may be pre- 
scribed from time to time by the Board of Gov- 
ernors 

2. Visitors, may be admitted to the Club, with 
such privileges and upon such terms and con- 
ditions as may be prescribed from time to time 
by the Board of Governors. 

In case the Board of Governors shall at any 
time cancel the invitation of any such visitor, all 
his privileges shall thereupon cease. 

Oe lherlxecutive Cominitice may admit, by 
invitation, as visitors of the Club and for periods 
of not more than three months, such diplomatic 
agents accredited to the Government of the United 
States or distinguished strangers as they may 
think proper, and may renew such invitations at 
their discretion. 
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4. Officers of the army and navy may be ad- 
mitted to the Club with such privileges and upon 
such terms and conditions as may be prescribed 
from time to time by the Board of Governors. 


ARTICLE 8—AMENDMENTS. 


Toamend this Constitution the proposed amend- 
ment shall be subscribed by at least ten members 
and presented to the President, or, in his absence 
to the Vice-President, who shall cause the pro- 
posed amendment, with its signatures, to be 
posted for thirty days on the bulletin board in the 
Club House, and present the same to the Board of 
Governors at their next meeting. after the expira- 
tion of said thirty days. In case the Board of 
Governors shall, by a majority vote of those pres- 
ent at the meeting, approve the proposed amend- 
ment, the Secretary shall issue a notice, enclosing 
a copy of the proposed amendment, to each mem- 
ber oftheiGliby-and:a voted sthemnalgntv cots 
the members present at the next annual meeting 
of the Club or at a special meeting called for the 
purpose shall be required to adopt such proposed 
amendment. 
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
